Several hours after the Grand Jury 
returned indictments yesterday against 
five men in connection with the robbery 
of $80,000 worth of jewelry on Sunday 
afternoon, April 2, from the home of 
{Albert R. Shattuck, retired banker, at 
19 Washington Square North, detectives 
from this city arrested as a second 
member of the band at Plainfield, N: J., 
a man who said he was Maurice Bag- 
noli, a Corsican, 35 years old, a waiter 
of 349 West. Twenty-fourth Street. In- 
spector Coughlin, head of the Detective 
Bureau, said the man was known in this 
city as Moses Bagnoli. 

Bagnoli was traced to Plainfield by 
Lieutenant James J.~Gegan and De- 
tective Sergeants John Petrizzo, George 
Gilbert, James J. McCoy and Michael 
Fiaschetti of Inspector Coughlin’s. staff. 
Inspector Coughlin said the prisoner was 
one of the men referred te in the indict- 
ment returned earlier in the day. 

In a telephone message to Inspector 
Coughlin, Lieutenant Gegan aid -Bag- 
noli at first deni¢d he was the man they 
sought, but admitted his identity. and 
consented to return to thig city with 
the detectives immediately to be ques- 
tioned by the inspector.

Two Bombs Wreck East Side Tenement: 3 
Score of Sleeping Persons Hart in Crash 





Two bombs exploded soon after mid- 
right this morning, on the third or 
fourth floors in the hallway of a four- 
story tenement at 218 Eldridge Street, 
partially wrecked ‘the’ upper part of the 
building and injured five p¢grsons. 

The first bomb blew holes through ‘the 
interior ‘walls of the building, bruised 
and lacerated sleeping inmates with fly- 
ing chunks of wood and plaster, 
smashed windows in adjoining and op- 
posite tenement houses and spread panic 
tor many blocks. 

Policeman Tracy who was only a 
short distance from the house,’ran into 
the hailway and was making his way 
through debris up to-tne tuird floor 
when the second explosion sent him 
rolling down the stairs. 

and women, some with blankets 
and some with coats wrapped about 
them, hurried out with their hereon 
The stairs were so shattered that th 
gave way, letting several persons be 
through, and five received sévere. in- 
juries from ere and from the fall. 

In the darkness and an atmosphere 
heavy with suffocating dust, children 


became ‘separated from their parents 
and ‘lost their. way. — Seeing others fall, 
some feared to attempt to reach< the 
street ‘and remained on the upper floors 
until the police, later rescued them. 

With bodies and faces bruised and cut 
and with bleeding feet, most°of the eight 
families on the two upper floors reached 
the street. Some of the women ran back 
in the wreckage to look for. their chil- 
dren.» About'a score suffered minor in- 
juries and five were so cut and bruised 
or internally injured that they had to 
be taken to the Gouverneur Hospital. 
These were James Seminitore and his 

wife, Rosalina, and their child, Joseph- 
ine; John Sigente and Josephine Scorza. 

T were emptied of 
halfdressed families for blocks in ‘all 
directions and reserves were sent out 
to keep the crowd in order and find 
lost children. The staircases were so 
badly demolished: and the building so 
tottery that it was roped off and the 
dwellers forbidden to re-enter it. The

CHARGES THEFT OF $6,000 


Young Woman Says. Broker 
Was Intoxicated and Couldn’t 
Leave Riverside Apartment. 


Malvena Richman, 21 years old, who 
has an apartment at 187 - Riverside 
Drive, was arrested yesterday on the 
complaint of Angus .K...Nicholson, a 
broker, with offices at'\62 Broad Street. 
Nicholson charges that-he was held pris- 
oner in her apartment for three days in 
March and.gobbed. The-young woman, 
who said she -was a -motion-picture ac- 
tress, and that..she came here two 
years ago from Hollywood, Cal.,. was 
held in $6,000 bail by Magistrate Nolan 
for examinatton Saturday. > 

Nicholson is 45 years old, married, and 
is connected with the stock broke 
firm. of L. L. Winkel & Co. He 
reputed to be wealthy. His formal com- 
plaint alleged that while in Miss Rich-- 
man’s apartment between 7 P: M. March 
24 and 7 P.M. March 27 he was robbed 
of an emerald pin. worth $5,000, a walk- 
ing stick with a rhindcéros todth handle 
valued at $500 and $300 in-cash. ‘The 
cane, he explained, was one of two such 
aticks in existenee. It was further. al- 
leged that since March 27. Nicholson has 
been ill at his home at 215 West Ninety- 
first Street, where he lives with his 
wife. J. H. Gilbert of the law firm of 
Fallon & Gilbert asked for an adjourr.- 
ment until Saturday because of Nichol- 
son's. continued ill-health. 


Says Broker Was Dazed. 


“This man fell into the clutches of 
the woman and one or two of her -con- 
federates who kept him in her home for 
three days,”’ Mr. Gilbert told the court. 
“He was in a dazed condition. All 
efforts to reach him failed and when his 
chauffeur called at the apartment he 
was told that Mr. Nicholson was not 
there.’

Denies Part in Bosch Deal—Asserts 
After Tajik With Harding He 
Has Nothing: to Conceal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Secretary 
Weeks lost no time today in replying 
to the attack made on him yesterday 
in the House of Representatives by Rép- 
resentatives Johnson and Woodruff, who 
‘charged that there had been fraud in 
the handling of contracts in the War 

' Department. under Mr. Weeks’s admin- 

istration. The allegation also was made 
that Mr. Weeks, as a member of the 
firm of Hornblower & Weeks, had re- 
esived a block of Bosch .Magneto stock 
asthe résult of the sale of that com- 
patiy’s property by ‘the Alien Property 
Custodian. / 
* In the course of yesterday's discussion 
fin the House, représentative Johnson 
said he had been~informed that. Mr. 
‘Weeks was not a member of the firm of 
Hornblower & Weeks at the time the 
alléged transaction took place. 

Secretary Weeks in his statement said 
the War Department has 150,000 war 
contracts to audit, and had audited 15,- 
000 of them and had _ nothing to conceal, 
He said he would welcome an investiga- 
tion by Congress. 

TA regard to thé charge of having re- 
ceived a block of Bosch stock, Mr. 
Weeks said he had not been a member 
of the firm of Hornblower & Weeks 
since he entered the United States Sen- 
ate in 10913, and had never shared in 
the. profits of the firm since then. He 
denied that he had any interest, finan- 
ela} or otherwise, in any war contract. 


“ Has Nothing to Conceal.” . 


' The statemént issued by Secretary 
Weeks, which followed a consultation 
with President Harding, is as follows: 

““I have read with as much care as 
I have had time this morning the,state- 
ments made by Congressmen Johnson 
and Woodruff in the House of Represen- 
tatives yesterday. At this time I do 
not wish to comment on those sthte- 
ments except to say that the War De- 
partment is doing, and has done during 
the last year, everything possible to 
bring about an effective auditing of 
controversial cases, and, a far ‘as _pos- 
sible, to protect the Government. It 
has: recovered in cash and property 
many millions, and many additional 
millions are in process of collection. 
About 15,000 contracts have been aud- 
ited. There were about 150,000 made by 
this department. The others will be 
audited as rapidly as the force fur- 
nished by Congtess pérmits it to be 
done. Several cases have been turned 
over to the Department of ° Justice, 
where it is believed very considerable 
amounts are due the Government on 
account of fraud or otherwise. 

“In any case, the department: -has 
nothing to conceal, and if Congress 
thinks it judicious to make an inves- 
tigation will welcome it with the as- 
surance that it will demonstrate the 
g00d work which has been done during 
the. last thirteen months with Tegard tu 
claims, sales, and in every respect. 

“There is, hawever, one personal mat- 
ter connected with the charges made, fn 
more or less direct form, about which I 
feel I must make explicit comment. It 
relates to the sale of the American 
Bosch Magneto Company stock, I am 
told that this company was sold by ‘the 
Alien Property Custodian at public auc- 
tion, the purchase being made through 
the firm of Hornblower & Weeks; with 
which’I was at one time connected, and 
the statement has beén made ih the 
Press that as a result of that* transac- 
tion, I received a block of Bosch stock. 

“To that I have this comment to 
make: I retired from the firm of Horn- 
blower. & Weeks when I entered the 
United States*Senate in 1913, and from 
all othe? business. matters with -~which 
I was then cohntcted, and I have never 
renewed any of those connections or 
made others. I never had any interest, 
financially or otherwise, in any war 
contract; I nevér received @ block of 
American Bosch stock, or any other 
. issued during the war; I never heard of 
the. Bosch Company until the sale was 
made and long after the stock was put 


on the market. I think my relationship 
to my old firm, in which I have ever 
confidence as to its honesty and busi 
*messlike conduct, has. been generally 
known, and that any attempt to connect 
me with its business or any other bual- 
ness is purely malicious. would per- 
sonally welcome any -inyestigation of 
that. matter. 
““It will not. be ~vithout interest for 
to append a memofandum which has 
fst ‘been -handéd me relating’ to the 
‘Magneto Company.”’

BAYONETS FOR PEACE USES. 


German Manufacturers Utilize Them 
for Wood-Splitting Machines. 


RIGA, Latvia, April 12.—Germany ts 
acting in accordance with the time- 
honored peace formula of beating 
swortis into ploughshares, manufactur- 
ers there utilizing war-worn bayonets 
in. making wood-splitting machines. 
The bayonets form the principal part 
of the machines and do their work by 
leverage. 

These’ machines are cheap and have 
become A pO peewee throughout ‘Lat- 
via, wood the chief fuel used 
here; but men vernment has forbid- 
den the importation of any more, on 
the ground that the bayonets can eas- 
ily be detached from the body of the 
machines for use as weaponé.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—In support 
ef its protest against the recent dis- 
missal of Directer Wilmeth and other 
officials of the Bureau of Engraving 
the National lederation of Federal Em- 
ployes today made public what was said 
tu be a report written by a treasury 
commission last July, and approved by 
Secretary Mellon, exonerating Mr. Wil- 
meth and the Bureau management gen- 
erally fron. charges of unfairness. 

The commission, of which Controller 
of the Currency .Crissinger was Chair- 
man, was appointed as a result of pro- 
tests from Bureau employes who were 
discnarged by Director Wilmeth early 
last year in-a general readjustment of 
personnel. During: the investigation 
many affidavits making charges against 
the Dizector were filed with the com- 
Among the reports which have 
circulated among Government employes 
recently, the federation officials said, 
was one. that ‘the Director's dismissal 
two weeks aga really resulted from

As made public today py the Federa- 
tion: the. commission’s. report set forth 
that the cov:rse adopted by the Director 
in reducing the Bureau force last year 
resulted from .“ an urgent necessity; '’ 
that the reduction was a real one and

The. Bureau of Engraving dismissals 
were discussed again today on the floor 
of both Senate and House, Senator 
Caraway, Democrat of Arkansas, renew- 
ing his attack on the President’s course, 
and Representative Moore, Democrat, 
of Virginia, asserting that the dismissal 
ordér was-an ‘‘ ominous incident which 
threatens to place the business of the 
Government where it once was in the 
hands of reckless ahd unscrupulous 
spoilsmen.”’ 

“Since the President’s order was 
issued,’* Mr. Moore said, ‘‘ some fool 
friend of his from whom he should pray 
to be delivered, predicting that similar 
action would be taken in many other 
directions, said that the purpose is to 
‘Hardinize’ thé executive departments 
of the Government, just as some one 
else has said there is a purpose to 
‘Newberryize’. the legislative: depart- 
ments.of the Government. If such a 
program should ever be fully consum- 
mated, this will cease to. be a govern- 
ment of law and will become a,govern- 
ment of men, of the most unworthy 
men, ‘guided. wholly by, their selfish and 
predatory instincts.”’ 
“‘ Hardanizing’’ was defined in’ the 
Senate by Senator Caraway as a _be- 
smirking of the reputations of faithful 
Government servants. He added that it 
almost meant unemployment and lack of 
prosperity. L 
A suggestion that the recent dismissals 
may have grown out of information sub- 
mitted. to.-Treasury officials supple- 
mental to the commission investigation 
of last year, was advanced today by 
Henry E. Davis, a Washington lawyer 
who acted for some of those discharged 
last July. © After. the commission had 
completed its work, Mr. Davis said, he 
sent to the Treasury a memorandum of 
evidence gathered by him and a num- 
ber of affidavits regarding conditions 
in the bureau. ‘ 

Treasury officials, however, have indi- 
cated that there was no. connection be- 
tween the points raised in last year’s 
investigation and the reasons leading to 
the dismissal of Director Wilmeth and 
his associates.

ARGUES DISSOLUTION SUIT 


Counsel for Southern, Pacific Denies 
a Combination of Competing 
Lines Was Made. 


WASHINGYTON, April 12.—In a re- 
argument of the Southern Pacific case, 
the last of the railroad dissolution suits 
in the Supreme Court today, Solicitor 
Genvral Beck declared that the transac- 
ticn, by whicn C,..P. Huntington and his 
three associates leased the Central Paci- 
fic to the Southern Pacific constituted 
one of the darkest pages in American 
railroau history. 

Referring to them as ‘‘ The Big Four,” 
the Solicitor General said that they had 
received Government aid for the con- 
struction of the Central Pacific to such 
an extent that it cost them no financial

. Counsel for the Southern Pacific in- 
sisted that jts present system was not 
a combination between previously com- 
peting or existing lines of.railroad, but 
that there was a lawful reason for its 
formation. It was also argued that the 
inclusion of the Central Pacific in a 
system with the Southern Pacific had 
not prevented or created the power or 
motive to prevent the only competition 
alleged to exist between them, that is 
between the Ogden and Sunset routes, 
and that the separation of the. Central 
Pacific lines from the. Southern Pacific 
system would not benefit but would in- 
jure the public, as found by the Inter- 
state Cafmmerce Commission. P 
The Southern Pacific based its defense 
largely on the origin and nature of the 
common control complained of by the 
Government, denying that it constituted 
any undue and unreasonable restraint 
of trade in violation of the Sherman law. 
The Court, which had set today as the 
end of the re-argument, granted dn ad- 
ditional hour tomorrow, and Solicitor 
General Beck said he would use the time 
to present fully these features of a 
transaction which he told the Court was 
a blot upn the history of trans-conti- 
nental railroad construction. and de- 
velopment.

The Westall bill, which would p it 
the paroling: of first offenders~ con- 
victed of felony, after serving one 
year, has been‘condemned because of 
a report that it was drawn in the in- 
terests of RoBERT-BRINDELL, the graft- 
ing labor leader. But at the hearing 
on the bill before Governor MILLER, 
Father CasHIN, one of the chapfains 
at Sing Sing. Prison and its most 
earnest advocate, denied that there 
was any foundation for such a charge. 
Father CasHIN had assumed responsi- 
bility for the measure. He believed 
in its principle and had used his in- 
fluence to have it prepared in the in- 
terests of “ deserving prisoners,’ not 
for the benefit of any particular con- 
vict. At the hearing he did not make 
outa good case for such legislation, 
aad his cause suffered ‘from the oppo- 
sition of the State Prison Parole 
Board, the State Superintendent of 
Prisons and the New York County

It‘is good news that the Treasury is 
able to borrow at 3% per cent. without 
such patriotic appeals as enabled the 
flotation of war loans below the money 
market, - It is the first step toward 
cheaper eapital for trade. That would 
be a greater boon than the .relief of 
taxpayers by reduction of demands on 
Even in 
peace the Tteasury must be financed 
first, yet there is-need of prudence 
ever in that. Recently thé Treasury 
has followed a policy of protecting 
itself agairfst the maturity of an in- 
convenient amount of shortly matur- 
ing funded debt. It has done this by 
substituting larger amounts of varying 
maturities of floating debt. The in- 
crease of’ floating debt is objection- 
able, but it is a small price to pay for 
the increase of convenience in dealing 
with maturing billions. Since the war 
we already have reduced our national 
debt more than the total of our Civil 
War debt. Consideration for taxpay- 
ers might éuggest a slower rate of 
payment, but the showing of national 
solvency is convincing. 

On the same day that the Treasury 
reduced its rate it announced 
that the national debt is twenty- 
three times the total. in 1917, 
when ‘last it paid 3% per cent.

the Plaza Hotel sane, in proceedings 
brought by her husband to have her 
mental ‘condition détermined, Supreme 
Court Justice Guy submitted to Attorney 


John J. O'Connell, spécial guardian for 
Mrs. Melvilie in the proceedings, ‘that 
the sanitarilum of Dr. Edwatd &. 
Cowles, where Mrs, Melville was & 
patient, be investigated. 

Mr. O’Connell suggested the inquiry 
because of testimony that Mrs.” Melville 
had delusions as the result of drugs ad- 
ministered at the sanitarium, and that 
these delusions, which the testimony 
showed would be of short duration, were 
the basis of the unsuccessful proceeding 
brought by Mr. Melville. Attorney Gen- 
eral Newton yesterday requested the 
State Hospital pac aer to conduct 
the inquiry. 

The report of Mr. Connell was sub- 
mitted to Foster & Cutler, attorneys for 
Mrs. Melville, after the jury had re- 
ported that Mrs. Melville was sane, 
‘after remaining in. the jury room 
about long enough to sign the verdict,” 
as stated in Mr. O’Conneil's report. 

Mr. O'Connell said that he had the 
double duty of conserving the liberty 
and property of Mrs, Melville. If she 
were sane it was his duty tu use every 
effort to have the jury declare her sane, 

*to the end that she might not be 
deprived of her liberty or the control of 
her property,’* The guardian said that 
if Mrs. Meiville were not sane, it was

In- 
deed, I became more convinced each suc- 
ceeding day-of the trial that the hal- 
luncinations charged against the alleged 
incompetent by her husband were pro- 
duced altogether by the drugs fed to her 
and that her subsequent veccentricities 


were due to‘tne after ‘efféets e 
drugs, plus the aisturbances thd 

women go through at. that eF Of 

She being then vv BS om dey of age. 

‘It was admitt on cross-examina- 
tion by the petitioner in.the proceeding, 
who was the husband of the alleged in- 
competent, that_this Dr. Cowles, who 
ran the sanitarium in question, had told 
him his wife’s eccentricities were caused 
by the drugs which were given her; that 
bits drugging was part of the treatment, 
and that the hallucinations would wear 

ff later. Those, halucinations formed 
the basis; in considerable part, of the 

pinion expressed ‘by the petitioner's ex- 
pert to the effect that the alleged in- 
competent was insane. He did admit, 
however, on cross-examination, that 
other forms of drugs would cause the 
hallucinations from which it was said 
Mrs. Melville was suffering,, which would 
cease within a certain more or less in- 


fj definite period, after the use of drugs 


was discontinued. He placed the maxi- 
imum period, within his personal knowl- 
edge or reading, at about six months. 

* Dr: Jelliffe, the medical expert who 
had Mrs. Melville urider observation, and 
who was called in her behalf, testified to 
the same effect. He also testified that 


ff| some time ago, on behalf of some med- 


ical association, he questioned this Dr. 
Cowles about his institution —. that 
Cowles told or wrote him his pa- 
tients suffered mostly from ll 8 
complaints and. that his treatment .con- 
sisted of. drugs and nypnotism. 

“ The alleged incompetent went on the 
witness stand in her own behalf and 
was under examination and cross-exam- 
ination for more than four hours.

Wants Curb on, Drugs.
